Carpe  Diem 


Upon  meeting  his  teenaged  students  for  the  first  time, 
the  tragic  fictional  English  instructor  in  the  movie 
"Dead  Poets  Society"  teaches  the  young  men  sur- 
rounding him  the  two  most  important  words  of  Latin  they 
would  ever  learn:  carpe  diem,  or  "seize  the  day." 

At  the  conclusion  of  my  11th  year  as  president  of 
Elizabethtown  College,  this  phrase  comes  to  mind.  It  was  part 
of  the  broad  charge  given  to  me  by  the  late  Lester  Schreiber  on 
the  occasion  of  my  inauguration,  "to  advance  and  upgrade  the 
academic  and  institutional  quality  of  the  College." 

Today  our  student  applicant  pool  is  larger  and  more 
highly  qualified.  Our  faculty  is  academically  stronger:  it  is 
younger  and  includes  many  more  top-notch  women  acade- 
mics. Our  curriculum  has  been  updated.  The  cultural  and 
intellectual  climate  of  the  campus  compares  more  favorably 
with  that  of  other  quality  institutions. 

All  in  all,  Elizabethtown  College  is  a more  interesting 
place.  Our  students  are  assuming  greater  responsibilities  in 
regulating  themselves,  and  the  new  honor  system  is  taking 
hold.  Our  constituent  support  is  stronger  than  ever.  Our  facili- 
ties, old  and  new,  make  us  competitive  in  the  tight  academic 


marketplace.  Public  recognition  of  the  College  in  the  region 
has  improved  significantly. 

Whatever  has  been  accomplished  during  my  tenure, 
however,  was  made  possible  by  the  dedicated  effort  of 
trustees,  faculty,  staff  and— most  importantly — students  and 
alumni. 

But  like  that  English  teacher,  I urge  the  Elizabethtown 
College  community  to  take  our  accomplishments  and  seize  the 
day.  To  build  and  maintain  the  quality  of  an  institution  allows 
for  no  rest.  It  sometimes  seems  like  the  labor  of  Sisyphus — if 
you  stop  moving,  you  will  slide  back.  And  the  challenges  that 
still  lay  before  the  College  are  many. 

To  this  day,  the  College  remains  devoid  of  genuine 
diversity.  Its  hallmark  is  still  a pleasant  and  comfortable 
homogeneity.  There  has  been  some  improvement,  but  not 
enough. 

The  College  curriculum  has  been  strengthened  but 
needs  continued  attention.  The  International  Business 
program  — years  in  coming  — the  environmental  studies 
program,  and  the  Junior-Senior  Colloquium  can  be 
applauded  as  instances  of  imaginative  thinking.  Nevertheless, 
the  response  time  to  the  emerging  educational  needs  of 
students  and  society  remains  glacial.  In  the  increasingly 
competitive  environment  of  the  1990s,  institutional  responses 
must  become  quicker. 

Also,  it  is  no  longer  enough  to  be  merely  good;  today 
you  must  be  excellent  to  remain  competitive  and  you  must 
focus  and  sharpen  your  academic  profile.  The  program  in  the 
Young  Center  for  the  Study  of  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  Groups 
demonstrates  the  level  of  excellence  of  which  the  College  is 
capable  — if  we  put  our  minds  to  it.  The  emerging  Center  for 
the  Study  of  Family  Business  likewise  gives  equal  promise. 

Today  the  College  offers  a rich  variety  of  cultural  and 
intellectual  programs.  Unfortunately,  too  few  students  and 
faculty  avail  themselves  of  these  educational  opportunities. 
The  myth  that  the  most  important  place  for  education  is  in 
the  classroom  remains  strong.  "We  must  beware,"  wrote  the 
philosopher  Alfred  North  Whitehead,  "of  inert  ideas,  that  is 
to  say,  ideas  that  are  merely  received  into  the  mind  without 
being  utilized  or  tested  or  thrown  into  fresh  combinations." 

The  teaching  at  Elizabethtown  is  of  good  quality. 
Elowever,  to  insure  the  needed  level  of  excellence,  the 
teaching  program  of  the  College  must  be  undergirded  by 
the  active  scholarly  involvement  of  all  faculty  members, 
including  greater  evidence  and  practice  of  research.  It  is 
through  scholarship  and  research  that  the  faculty  submits 
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itself  to  the  qualitative  peer  judgment  of  the  academy. 

The  support  of  alma  mater  by  its  alumni  has  grown, 
yet  it  remains  below  par  for  institutions  of  high  quality.  The 
endowment  of  the  College  has  grown,  and  the  campaign  that 
has  just  been  announced  will  bring  much  needed  improve- 
ment once  completed  during  the  centennial  year  of  1999. 

So  the  answer  to  the  questions  "Are  we  there  yet?"  and 
"Have  we  accomplished  our  goals?"  is  that  there  cannot  ever 
be  a definitive  answer.  Institutions  never  simply  are;  they 
find  their  being  in  a constant  process  of  becoming.  At 
Elizabethtown  College,  we  have  come  a long  way  and  have 
further  yet  to  go. 

In  order  to  seize  the  day,  we  must  understand  where 
American  higher  education  stands  in  relation  to  society  and 
grasp  the  future  with  our  imagination.  We  cannot  allow  the 
future  just  to  happen;  we  must  assume  responsibility  for 
shaping  it. 

The  social  environment  of  the  future  of  higher  education 
includes  at  least  these  six  factors  which  the  College  must 
address: 

• The  need  to  globalize  our  understanding  of  the  world 
in  which  we  live. 

• The  need  to  bridge  the  growing  stratification  of  our 
society:  economically,  socially,  and  racially. 

• The  need  to  ensure  access  to  education  across  social 
divides,  ensuring  equal  participation  in  the  American 
dream  and,  with  it,  American  competitiveness  in  the 
emerging  global  economy. 

• The  need  to  control  the  rapidly  rising  costs  of  higher 
education. 

• The  need  to  balance  the  needs  of  public  and  private 
education,  avoiding  costly  duplication  of  effort,  while 
insuring  healthy  but  fair  competition. 

• The  need  to  entertain  new  and  unfamiliar  models 
of  education  and  educational  delivery  systems. 

The  American  system  of  higher  education  is  the  envy 
of  the  world.  Students  and  their  parents,  however,  want  more 
than  a demanding  academic  experience.  They  want  residential 
colleges  to  provide  a nurturing  environment,  personally  and 
socially.  Our  institutions  have  discovered  a raison  d'etre  in 
turning  immature  adolescents  into  mature  adults  while  offer- 
ing rigorous  academic  training;  but  the  economic  burden  of 
this  process  is  meeting  increasingly  greater  resistance. 

Today,  state  legislatures  provide  the  lowest  percentage 
increase  in  financial  support  for  higher  education  in  the  last 
30  years.  At  the  same  time,  increasingly,  more  affluent  families 
send  their  children  to  state  institutions,  while  private  colleges 
are  struggling  to  fill  their  residence  halls.  In  1950,  50  percent 
of  all  students  were  in  private  institutions;  today,  that  figure 
is  down  to  20  percent. 

Without  a doubt  the  complexity  and  costliness  of 
American  higher  education  is  a function  of  its  enormous 
success.  In  1870,  there  were  300  colleges  and  5,000  professors. 


Less  than  2 percent  of  all  young  people  aged  18-21  went  to 
college.  In  1989,  there  were  3,587  colleges,  about  825,000 
professors,  and  well  over  50  percent  of  young  people  aged 
18-21  went  to  college. 

The  ever-increasing  rapid  change  in  our  society  will 
force  further  changes  on  higher  education  and  demand 
greater  responsiveness  from  all  members  of  the  College 
community.  Traditional  patterns  of  response  and  change 
will  have  to  give  way  to  new  ways  of  doing  things. 

Elizabethtown  College  has  come  a long  way  and  is 
ready  to  compete  with  the  best.

People  who  leave 

Elizabethtown  College 
with  a snapshot  of  it  in 
their  minds  return  years 
later  only  to  be  shocked  at 
how  the  campus,  the  faculty 
and  students,  and  even  the 
methods  of  teaching  and 
learning  have  changed. 

In  fact,  it  would  be  safe 
to  say  that  in  the  31  years 
I have  been  associated  with 
the  College,  I have  seen 
nothing  but  change. 

Thankfully,  most  of  it 
is  positive. 

For  instance,  my  first 
music  students  would  not 
recognize  their  little  corner  of 
Elizabethtown.  Our  depart- 
ment was  housed  in  West 
Hall,  but  we  were  promised 
a new  cultural  center.  Of  course,  West  Hall  burned  down 
years  ago. 

We  moved  to  Rider  Hall,  but  we  still  looked  forward  to 
the  new  cultural  center.  My  office  in  Rider  was  on  the  third 
floor.  I didn't  have  access  to  a fire  escape;  rather,  they  gave  me 
a rope  ladder  and  the  wish  of  good  luck  in  case  of  an  emer- 
gency! The  students  practiced  in  the  basement  of  Rider  which 
reeked  to  the  high  heavens  of  mildew  after  heavy  rains.  Rider 
Hall  was  razed  in  1990. 

Our  current  departmental  offices  in  Zug  Memorial  Hall 
couldn't  be  better.  We  have  modern  offices,  ample  practice  and 
rehearsal  spaces,  and  a marvelous  recital  hall.  And,  after  31 
years,  the  dream  of  a cultural  center  was  fulfilled  when  Leffler 
Chapel  and  Performance  Center  opened  this  past  year. 

The  nature  and  role  of  the  faculty  has  undergone  a sea 
change.  Thirty  years  ago,  we  were  a much  closer  group,  teach- 
ers tied  to  campus  life.  We  may  have  been  a more  provincial 
group,  but  we  were  closely  knit  like  a family. 

Today,  of  course,  the  faculty  is  a much  larger  and  diverse 
group.  We  emphasize  "professional  development"  far  more 
than  in  the  past.  Some  of  us  live  near  campus;  many  commute 
some  distances  to  Elizabethtown.  We  frequently  venture  from 
campus  to  conferences,  to  deliver  papers,  lead  seminars,  and 
write  books,  which  was  infrequent  in  the  earlier  days.  We  are 
more  scholar-teachers  now,  with  confidence  in  our  abilities 
(perhaps  also  a bit  more  standoffish  with  each  other). 

All  this  change  has  meant  that  Elizabethtown  has  grown 
up.  Thirty  years  ago,  we  were  characterized  by  some  as  an 
"advanced  high  school."  Today,  we  have  achieved  a compara- 
tively high  level  of  prestige  and  visibility.  We  graduated  our

first  Rhodes  Scholar  last  year  and  faculty  are  welcomed  on 
the  outside  as  equals  by  colleagues  from  more  "prestigious" 
institutions. 

I predict  that  Elizabethtown  College  will  continue  on  its  arc 
of  progress  and  become  an  even  more  influential  institution  of 
higher  learning  for  several  reasons: 

• We  all  seem  to  have  finally  figured  out  how  important  an 
endowment  is  to  the  College. 

• Our  faculty  no  longer  uses  Elizabethtown  as  a stepping 
stone;  rather,  we  are  visible  in  our  fields  and  viewed  as 
successful  in  our  scholarly  endeavors. 

• We  offer  a rich  and  diverse  cultural  and  intellectual  life  on 
campus.  The  new  Leffler  Chapel  and  Performance  Center 
has  strengthened  our  role  outside  of  Elizabethtown  bor- 
ough and  into  all  of  southcentral  Pennsylvania. 

In  the  midst  of  all  this  change,  it  is  important  to  recognize 
things  that  haven't  changed.  Overall,  the  students  nowadays 
may  be  better  prepared  for  college,  but  in  the  space  of  my 
31  years  here,  Elizabethtown  students  have  always  found 
a way  to  excel  no  matter  what  kind  of  facility  they  were 
forced  to  endure/enjoy  (choose  one,  depending  on  years 
of  matriculation). 

The  saying  that  "to  teach  is  to  touch  a life  forever"  has  been 
fulfilled  throughout  my  career  and  will  continue  to  have  an 
influence  for  the  remainder  of  my  life.  E

Theodore  E.  Long  Named 
13fKi  President  of  the  College 


Dr.  Theodore  E.  Long,  provost 

and  vice  president  for  academic 
affairs  at  Merrimack  College  out- 
side Boston,  was  named  president-elect 
of  the  College  on  June  18.  He  will  become 
the  13th  president  of  the  College  on 
September  1.  His  inauguration  is  set 
for  Saturday,  October  26. 

"We  are  delighted  Dr.  Long  has 
accepted  our  invitation  to  lead  Elizabeth- 
town College  into  the  21st  century  and  to 
carry  on  from  the  strong  foundation  of 
excellence  Gerhard  Spiegler  has  estab- 
lished at  our  college,"  commented  Wayne 
A.  Nicarry,  chairman  of  the  board  of 
trustees. 

A presidential  search  committee 
chaired  by  Daniel  H.  Raffensperger,  vice- 
chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and 
comprised  of  trustees,  faculty,  staff,  and 
students  worked  four  months  and  con- 
sidered over  70  candidates. 

Long  emerged  from  a strong  field  as 
one  of  three  candidates  chosen  to  visit 
the  campus  in  late  May  and  early  June  to 
meet  various  groups  on  and  off  campus 
and  to  address  open  forums. 

"It  is  an  honor  to  have  the  opportu- 
nity to  lead  Elizabethtown  College  into 
its  second  century,"  he  said  upon  being 
notified  of  his  selection.  "In  addition  to 
its  academic  excellence,  I am  impressed 
with  the  College's  historic  commitment 
to  education  for  service,  its  strong  infra- 
structure, and  the  vibrant  sense  of  com- 
munity among  its  people. 

"We  all  owe  a debt  of  gratitude  to 
Gerhard  Spiegler,  who  has  laid  such  a 
strong  foundation  on  which  we  all  can 
confidently  build,"  he  added. 

Ted  Long,  as  he  prefers  to  be  called, 
joined  the  Merrimack  staff  in  1989  as 
dean  of  arts  and  sciences  and  professor  of 
sociology.  He  was  promoted  to  provost 
and  vice  president  for  academic  affairs  in 
1991. 

Merrimack  College  is  a Roman 
Catholic,  comprehensive  liberal  arts  col- 
lege of  about  2,000  students  in  North 


Andover,  Mass.  It  was  founded  by  the 
Augustinian  Fathers  in  1947. 

Previously,  Long  was  associate  pro- 
fessor and  chair  of  the  department  of 
sociology  at  Washington  and  Jefferson 
College  from  1980-89.  He  was  an  instruc- 
tor and  assistant  professor  of  sociology 
at  Hollins  College  from  1970-80  and 
he  served  as  chair  of  the  department  of 
sociology  in  1974-75. 

His  first  faculty  position  was  as  a 
visiting  assistant  professor  of  sociology 
at  George  Washington  University  in 
1969-70. 

Long  is  a 1965  graduate  of  Capital 
University  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  where  he 
majored  in  sociology  and  philosophy. 

He  earned  a master's  degree  in  sociology 
from  Duke  University  in  1968  and  a 
doctoral  degree  in  sociology  from  the 
University  of  Virginia  in  1979.  The  title 
of  his  dissertation  is  "Social  Control: 

A Critique  and  Reconstruction  of  the 
Concept."  He  attended  the  Institute  for 
Education  Management  at  Harvard 
University  in  1992. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  as  president. 
Long  will  be  a member  of  the  College's 
department  of  sociology /anthropology 
and  he  plans  to  continue  teaching. 

During  his  professional  career,  he  has 
received  several  research  grants  and  con- 
tracts to  conduct  studies  on  the  Head 
Start  Program,  Physician  Socialization  at 
the  University  of  Virginia,  and  Religious 
Protest. 

He  has  published  widely  on  the  soci- 
ology of  religion  and  co-authored  a book. 
Religion  and  Religiosity  in  America,  and 
two  special  journal  volumes  on  religion 
in  America. 

He  has  served  as  team  chair  for  four 
accreditation  visits  for  the  Commission 
on  Higher  Education,  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  He 
also  has  been  active  in  the  Association 
for  the  Sociology  of  Religion,  serving  as 
president  of  the  organization  in  1990-91; 
the  American  Sociological  Association; 
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the  Society  for  the  Scientific  Study  of 
Religion;  the  Religious  Research  Asso- 
ciation; the  North  Central  Sociological 
Association;  and  the  Eastern  Sociological 
Society. 

Long  is  a member  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  of  America  and  serves 
on  the  Board  of  Mission  of  the  New 
England  Synod  of  the  church.  He  has 
been  active  in  local  church  congregations 
in  administrative  positions,  and  as  a 
teacher,  singer  (soloist),  fund-raiser,  and 
member  of  standing  committees. 

He  and  his  wife,  Betty,  will  be  mov- 
ing to  Elizabethtown  in  August.  They 
have  two  grown  children:  Edward,  who 
lives  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.;  and  Rachel,  in 
Orlando,  Fla. 

"Elizabethtown  College  and  the  sur- 
rounding area  just  draw  you  to  them," 
Long  said  after  he  and  his  wife  visited 
the  campus  in  May.  "We  just  fell  in  love 
with  the  place. 

"Just  as  importantly,"  he  added,  "The 
College  and  its  people  have  a distinctive 
mission  and  a set  of  values  in  which  I 
deeply  believe.  Betty  and  I are  extremely 
excited  about  joining  the  Elizabethtown 
College  community."

Melissa  L.  DiSanto  '98,  a social  work  major  from  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  spent  her  spring  semes- 
ter finding  out  firsthand  how  things  really  get  done  in  the  state's  capital.  She  served  as  a 
half-time  intern  in  Harrisburg  in  the  office  of  Speaker  of  the  House  Matthew  D.  Ryan  while  still 
managing  to  take  three  classes  toward  a minor  in  Public  Administration. 

The  Speaker's  internship  program,  which  attracts  a very  competitive  applicant  pool,  pro- 
vides students  with  the  opportunity  to  earn  college  credits  and  earn  a stipend  for  a semester 
of  research,  writing,  events  planning,  and  assistance  with  a broad  range  of  projects. 

She  left  quite  an  impression  with  her  elders  on  the  hill.  For  instance,  Melissa  wrote  and 
edited  a report  on  weKare  reform  that  the  Speaker's  office  will  publish  this  summer.  "It's  rare 
for  a college  sophomore  to  have  the  ability  to  write  and  edit  with  the  kind  of  professional  qual- 
ity Missy  has  displayed/'  said  Jeanne  Schmedlen,  Director  of  Special  Projects  for  the  Speaker. 

Melissa  provided  assistance  to  Speaker  Ryan  in  a number  of  ways.  She  staffed  monthly 
meetings  of  the  Pennsylvania  House  Grassroots  Advisory  Panel;  co-produced  "Arts  in  Education 
Day"  in  April;  conducted  research  for  a history  of  the  Speaker's  Office;  and  helped  the  Speaker 
host  a beginning-of-session  "tea"  in  his  Capitol  office  honoring  First  Lady  Michele  Ridge,  Kathy 
Schweiker  (wife  of  Lt.  Governor  Mark  Schweiker),  and  the  spouses  of  the  Canadian  ambas- 
sador and  consul  general,  while  Governor  Tom  Ridge  was  conducting  trade  negotiations  with 
the  Canadian  government. 

"My  days  began  at  4:15  a.m.,"  she  remembers.  "It  was  a difficult  and  challenging  experi- 
ence trying  to  balance  on-  and  off-campus  activities.  Seniors  can  work  these  things  into  their 
schedules,  but  I was  a sophomore.  Looking  back,  however,  I wouldn't  have  traded  it  for  any- 
thing." 

One  lesson  she  has  learned  concerns  the  speed  at  which  government  works.  "You  can 
spend  months  slowly  planning  and  getting  ready  for  something  to  happen,"  she  says,  "but  once 
people  are  ready  to  move,  it  happens  so  quickly  that  you'd  better  watch  out!" 

Her  internship  has  already  had  an  impact  on  Melissa.  She  got  a job  this  summer  at  the 
Governor's  Office  at  the  Pennsylvania  Arts  Council  through  her  work  with  "Arts  in  Education 
Day"  and  has  begun  thinking  about  using  her  social  work  studies  and  government  work  experi- 
ence to  become  a public  advocate.  E

Ohm  Sweet  Ohm! 

As  Elizabethtown  College's  vehicle  prepares  to  switch  to  the  last 
lane  of  the  Information  Superhighway,  members  of  the  Student 
Directed  Learning  Community  (SDLC)  called  "Ohm  Sweet  Ohm"  are  in 
the  driver's  seat. 

Students  Jonathan  Cramer  '97  of  Allentown,  Pa.;  David  Gruska 
'97  of  Lawrenceville,  Pa.;  Scott  McKenzie  '97  of  Pottsville,  Pa.;  and 
Andre  Tavares  '96  of  Bahaiu,  Brazil,  are  involved  with  the  world  of 
computers — to  the  extreme.  The  focus  of  their  SDLC,  located  at  604 
South  Mt.  Joy  Street  across  the  street  from  the  campus  security 
office,  is  to  teach  both  the  College  and  the  surrounding  community 
how  to  use  computer  technology,  including  the  many  aspects  of  the 
Internet  and  the  World  Wide  Web.  They  are  also  collectively  involved 
with  the  College's  Computing  Center. 

Their  campus  employment  also  focuses  on  the  use  of  computers. 
Tavares  and  McKenzie  work  at  the  help-desk  at  the  Computing  Center; 
Cramer  is  a computer  lab  assistant;  and  Gruska  holds  both  of  these 
jobs. 

Tavares  says,  "As  a graduating  senior,  i cannot  see  why  stu- 
dents would  not  try  to  learn  as  much  as  possible  about  computers.  In 
the  job  market  today,  there  are  not  many  places  to  go  without  some 
kind  of  computer  knowledge.  An  educational  institution  is  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  people  to  gain  experience,  especially  with  the  access 
to  the  Internet,  which  has  exploded  in  the  last  couple  of  years." 

The  group  sees  their  role  on  campus  as  a liaison  between  the 
students  and  the  Computing  Center.  Says  McKenzie,  "There  are  people 
who  we  have  never  met  before  coming  up  to  us  and  asking  us  ques- 
tions or  for  advice.  However,  since  there  is  a noticeable  increase  in 
the  technical  knowledge  of  each  incoming  class,  the  typical  question 
is  becoming  more  sophisticated— and  challenging." 

They  also  see  themselves  as  technology  educators,  based  on 
what  people  want  to  know.  This  reputation  sometimes  provides  diffi- 
cult challenges  for  the  group.  Frequent  late  hours  and  a relative  lack 
of  privacy  are  part  of  the  package,  as  well  as  the  difficulty  of  staying

on  top  of  the  technology  as  it  changes  so  fast. 

Students  interested  in  computers  in  the  past  have  usually  been 
pinned  with  the  reputation  as  outsiders— nerds  or  geeks.  However,  as 
the  technology  becomes  more  abundant  in  today’s  society,  these  people 
are  being  relied  upon  to  have  answers  to  the  inevitable  questions. 

Says  McKenzie,  "One  of  the  more  amusing  calls  we  received  was 
from  a girl  who  had  gotten  her  necklace  caught  in  her  printer.  We 
envisioned  this  poor  girl  bent  over  her  printer,  still  wearing  the  neck- 
lace. We  were  never  able  to  find  out  exactly  what  happened  because 
she  got  free  by  herself  before  we  arrived  to  rescue  her." 

As  the  campus  becomes  fully  networked,  the  Ohm  Sweet  Ohm 
SDLC  role  will  most  likely  continue  to  evolve.  McKenzie  predicts  that 
the  computer  labs  will  become  less  crowded  as  many  students  who 
own  computers  will  be  able  to  access  the  system  without  leaving 
their  room.  The  group  also  plans  to  continue  their  Internet  clinics, 
and  expects  higher  attendance.  This  is  because  people  who  might 
have  been  intimidated  to  use  the  labs  will  become  curious  once  they 
are  able  to  use  College  applications,  as  well  as  "surf  the  'Net"  conve- 
niently from  their  own  room. 

The  group  hopes  the  technology  will  be  integrated  with  other 
departments.  Traditionally,  the  Communications  and  Computer  Science 
departments  were  the  primary  academic  departments  using  the  sys- 
tem. However,  now  more  professors  will  be  able  to  incorporate  the 
technology  into  the  course  work  when  planning  the  semester. 

Their  duties  overlap  with  those  of  the  Computer  Science  club, 
as  both  cooperate  to  help  students  overcome  the  fear  factor  of  using 
computers  and  to  help  realize  the  strengths  of  working  with  a com- 
puter. "it  becomes  an  excellent  resource  for  current  information 
because  it  is  very  direct  and  easy  to  use.  All  you  need  to  do  is  just 
point  and  click,"  says  Tavares. 

Believe  it  or  not,  this  dynamic  group  does  have  other  interests. 
Cramer  is  the  president  of  the  Math  Club  and  is  working  toward  his 
actuary  exams.  Gruska,  who  has  worked  as  the  assistant  editor  of 
The  Etownian,  uses  his  computer  knowledge  to  enhance  his  artistic 
abilities.  He  also  finds  time  to  ride  his  mountain  bike  as  a hobby. 
Tavares  also  considers  himself  an  artist,  while  he  is  involved  with 
music — which  has  led  to  joining  a band — theatre,  and  is  interested 
in  forms  of  multimedia.  McKenzie's  favorite  hobby  combines  comput- 
ers, creativity,  and  a possible  career.  He  is  currently  involved  with 
the  creation  and  redesigning  of  home  pages  on  the  World  Wide  Web. 

Since  Tavares  graduated  in  May,  the  group  has  chosen  a new 
member  for  the  household.  Jason  Gardner  '99  of  East  Greenville,  Pa., 
will  be  moving  in  this  fall. 

While  even  asking  one  of  these  "techies"  a simple  question  may 
seem  intimidating,  this  group  is  very  friendly  and  extremely  down  to 
earth.  While  they  are  very  knowledgeable  in  the  field  of  computers 
and  technology,  there  is  still  a lot  for  everyone  to  learn.  They  will  be 
the  first  to  admit  that  there  are  questions  out  there  that  even  they 
cannot  answer.  After  all,  even  the  clock  on  their  VCR  flashes!  E

Surveys  were  sent  to  357  graduates 
and  314  (88  percent)  responded: 

• 72  percent  are  employed  full  time.

• 9 percent  are  in  graduate  or  profes- 
sional school  on  a part-time  basis. 

• 3 percent  are  seeking  employment.

100  percent  due  to  some  graduates  pur- 
suing both  employment  and  graduate 
school.) 

Graduates  are  pursuing  advanced 
study  at  a wide  range  of  universities  and 
institutes,  including  the  University  of

Oxford  University,  Bryn  Mawr  College, 
Texas  A&M  University,  the  College  of 
William  and  Mary,  Penn  State,  and 
Emerson  College.

2000 — The  College  will  have  another 
large  freshman  class  this  fall.  Coupled 
with  a strong  retention  rate,  the  campus 
will  be  at  full  capacity. 

As  of  early  June,  the  Class  of  2000 
was  expected  to  total  442  members 
representing  281  high  schools  and  college 
preps. 

Amy  Hagemann,  associate  director 
of  admissions,  said  the  new  class  was 
selected  from  more  than  2,300  applica- 
tions. Approximately  74  percent  of  those 
who  applied  were  accepted. 

Thirty-six  percent  of  the  new  fresh- 
men are  from  out  of  state.  The  new  class 
has  students  from  California,  Indiana, 
Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Ohio,  Rhode 
Island,  and  Vermont,  in  addition  to  those 
from  the  Middle  Atlantic  states  and  the 
Washington,  D.C.  area  where  the  College 
receives  most  of  its  applicants. 

Fifteen  students  were  ranked  #1  in 
their  high  school  class  and  34%  were  in 
the  top  10  percent.  A total  of  170  students 
earned  merit  scholarships  by  graduating 
in  the  top  10  percent  of  their  high  school 
class  and  scoring  1150  or  better  on  the 
SAT.  Seventeen  of  those  students  were 
named  Presidential  Scholars  by  graduat- 
ing in  the  top  2 percent  of  their  class  and 
scoring  1300  or  better  on  the  SAT. 

Men  make  up  about  30  percent  of 
the  incoming  class,  as  was  the  case  the 
past  two  years. 

The  most  popular  intended  areas 
of  study  are  biology  related,  business 
related,  education,  occupational  ther- 
apy— and  undecided.

Studying  Abroad  in  E-town 

Christine  Marburger,  a freshman  this  past  year  at  Elizabethtown,  had  the  unique  opportunity 
to  compare  the  Brethren  lifestyles  between  different  countries.  Christine  is  a native  of 
Schwarzenau,  Germany,  a tiny  village  located  near  Frankfurt  and  Cologne,  where  the  Church 
of  the  Brethren  was  founded. 

When  she  obtained  her  Abitur,  the  German  equivalent  of  a high  school  diploma,  she  decided 
to  study  in  another  country,  partly  for  the  experience  of  living  in  a foreign  land  and  partly 
because  she  wanted  a year  of  "freedom"  in  college  before  turning  her  attention  to  the  strict 
regimentation  of  the  German  university. 

"I'm  not  sure  what  I want  to  study,"  she  says,  "and  here  at  Elizabethtown  I have  had  the 
opportunity  to  study  whatever  I wanted,  which  is  not  something  I could  do  in  Germany."  (The 
credits  she  earned  at  Elizabethtown,  Christine  notes,  cannot  be  transferred  to  Germany,  so 
she  will  be  starting  all  over  again  at  the  University  of  Heidelberg  as  a first-year  student.) 

She  decided  to  come  to  the  United  States  to  study  at  a Brethren  college.  She  chose 
Elizabethtown  because  of  its  easy  access  to  Philadelphia,  New  York,  and  other  larger  cities. 

Since  her  father  worked  with  a Brethren  museum  in  Germany,  she  already  knew  people 
from  Elizabethtown  like  Donald  B.  Kraybill,  former  Young  Center  Director,  when  she  came  here. 
"These  people  became  like  little  families  for  me  when  I got  here,"  she  says. 

She  did  have  some  misconceptions  before  arriving  in  the  United  States.  For  instance, 
Marburger  says  that  "many  people  back  home  believe  the  American  culture  to  be  nonexistent. 
They  see  the  art  and  music  and  poetry  and  castles  that  have  been  around  us  for  centuries  in 
Europe.  How  can  a country  founded  in  1776  have  any  of  these  things?" 

After  arriving  though,  she  came  to  understand  that  while  the  cultural  heritage  of  the 
United  States  is  still  young,  it  does  indeed  exist.  "Blues  and  jazz  music,  which  I love,  are  really 
American,"  she  notes.  "And  music  education  is  far  more  widespread  and  less  expensive  here. 
At  E-town,  there  is  a jazz  band.  Not  every  university  in  Germany  has  something  like  that." 

While  she  was  becoming  comfortable  with  the  coziness  of  Elizabethtown,  she  also  became 
involved  with  other  activities.  Marburger  played  cello  in  the  orchestra,  performed  with  the 
choral  union  and  was  a member  of  the  International  Club,  which  she  represented  on  a select 
committee  that  plans  the  International  Fest. 

In  addition,  she  was  able  to  enhance  her  fondness  for  museums  through  an  externship 
with  the  Lancaster  Landis  Valley  Museum,  where  she  researched  the  diaries  of  Amish  women. 
Christine  found  this  extremely  interesting  since  she  is  studying  theology  and  sociology.  The 
teachers  who  had  the  most  influence  on  her  during  her  stay,  she  says,  were  Kraybill  and 
Christina  Bucher,  religious  studies. 

She  does  feel  some  ambivalence  about  returning  to  Germany.  Besides  anticipating  the  normal 
reentry  culture  shock,  she  says:  "While  I appreciate  my  experience  here  and  will  miss  the  friends 
I have  made,  I also  miss  my  friends  there,  and  that  is  where  I wish  to  complete  my  studies. 

"Some  people  wonder  if  I will  be  Americanized,  but  those  who  know  me  recognize  how 
German  I am.  I expect,  however,  that  some  of  my  friends  back  home  will  recognize  some  bit 
of  America  in  me."  E

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Inherit  the  Wind 

In  1925,  the  famous  "Scopes  Monkey  Trial"  in  Hillsboro,  Tenn., 
gained  attention  for  two  reasons.  First,  the  conflict  between 
those  who  believed  in  creation  and  those  who  believed  in 
evolution.  Second,  it  matched  the  courtroom  skills  of  William 
Jennings  Bryan,  the  crusading  fundamentalist  and  great  orator 
who  had  run  for  president  of  the  United  States  three  times,  and 
Clarence  Darrow,  the  Chicago  lawyer  who  defended  liberal 
causes. 

What  happened  in  Hillsboro  came  alive  to  audiences  in 
1950  when  Jerome  Lawrence  and  Robert  E.  Lee  staged  Inherit 
the  Wind — now  an  American  classic. 

In  April,  the  play,  involving  40  students  and  a dozen  faculty 
and  staff,  was  relived  in  Alumni  Theatre,  under  the  craftsman- 
ship of  Michael  Sevareid,  associate  professor  of  theatre. 

Sevareid  observed  that  the  play's  message  is  less  about 
whether  creation  or  evolution  is  right  or  wrong,  but  the 
constitutional  issue  of  protecting  free  speech. 

Still,  he  wrote  in  program  notes,  while  "the  issues  (of 
creation  vs.  evolution)  in  this  play  have  acquired  new  dimen- 
sion and  meaning  over  the  last  70  years,  ...  what  is  perhaps 
more  disturbing  is  the  timeliness  of  the  issues  today.  Whether 
it  be  in  the  State  of  Tennessee  or  locally,  there  are  those  who 
would,  through  innuendo,  intimidation,  or  statute,  suppress 
ideas  due  to  fear,  ignorance,  and  religious  intolerance." 


The  main  adversaries  in  Inherit  the  Wind — Henry  Drummond,  the  defense 
attorney,  and  Matthew  Harrison  Brady,  the  attorney  for  the  prosecution, 
were  played  by  John  Yeomans  '98  (Scranton,  Pa.)  and  Daniel  McHenry  '96 
(Springfield,  Pa.).

Censorship  in  the  Schools 


"Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion, 
or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom  of 
speech,  or  of  the  press;  or  the  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to  assemble, 
and  to  petition  the  Government  for  a redress  of  grievances." 

— First  Amendment  of  the  Constitution 

Once  you  meet  him,  you  will  understand  that  no  one  loves  free 
speech  more  than  Nat  Hentoff,  a columnist  for  The  Village  Voice 
and  syndicated  columnist  for  The  Washington  Post,  and  no  one 
goes  to  greater  lengths  than  Hentoff  to  defend  the  First 
Amendment. 

As  part  of  the  College's  spring  lecture  series,  "Civil 
Rights/Civil  Wrongs,"  he  addressed  an  audience  of  students, 
faculty,  judges,  writers,  and  lawyers  at  Leffler  Chapel  in  April 
on  the  subject  of  "Free  Speech  for  Me — But  Not  for  Thee:  How 
the  American  Left  and  Right  Relentlessly  Censor  Each  Other." 

Hentoff  arrived  in  the  wake  of  school  board  controversies 
in  Elizabethtown  and  nearby  Central  Dauphin  School  District. 
Some  new  school  board  members  in  both  districts  have  been 
criticized  as  being  "stealth  candidates"  of  the  Christian 
Coalition.  Ralph  Reed,  the  director  of  the  Christian  Coalition, 
has  stated  that  his  organization  would  rather  have  1,000  school 
board  members  than  one  President  of  the  United  States. 

"Stealth  candidates,"  according  to  Hentoff,  hide  their  true 
intentions  during  the  election  process.  Their  two  main  pur- 
poses, he  told  an  audience  in  Leffler  Chapel,  are  to  censor  books 
and  replace  the  teaching  of  evolution  with  what  is  known  as 
"creation  science." 

Hentoff  has  a great  deal  of  experience  with  the  subjects  of 
school  boards  and  censorship  in  school.  He  was  asked  to  give 
some  insights  into  these  controversies,  as  well  as  some  advice  to 
education  majors  and  new  teachers  starting  out  in  their  careers 
facing  political  as  well  as  educational  challenges. 

Nat  Hentoff:  The  turnout  for  school  board  elections  tends 
to  be  small  unless  there  is  some  kind  of  incendiary  issue  in 
front  of  people.  Initially,  when  there  are  candidate  meetings 
before  school  hoard  elections,  I think  teachers  and  students 
could  well  begin  by  getting  as  much  background  information 
as  they  can  on  the  candidates  and  then  questioning  them 
[candidates]  about  what  they  want  to  do  in  the  classroom. 

Aside  from  what  they  say  about  teaching,  reading,  or  math, 
ask  them  pointedly,  "Do  you  have  any  concerns  about  anything 
in  the  curriculum?  What  concerns,  if  any,  do  you  have  about 
any  books  in  the  library?"  I think  there  you  can  begin  to  find 
out  who  might  become  the  censors  and  who  won't. 

Once  you  begin  all  this,  then  it  becomes  paramount  to 
become  an  investigative  reporter,  which  your  education  stu- 
dents can  do.  If  you  encounter  incidents  of  censorship,  find  out 
who  on  the  school  board  pushed  it.  Talk  to  the  principal,  talk  to 
the  local  newspaper.  Will  they  take  a position  on  it  and  will 
they  print  a story  about  censorship? 


Supreme  Court  Justice  Louis  Brandeis  wrote  that  "Publicity 
is  justly  commended  as  a remedy  for  social  and  industrial  dis- 
eases ...  [that]  sunlight  is  the  best  disinfectant."  In  my  experi- 
ence with  the  issue  of  censorship  in  schools,  I have  come  to 
learn  that  many  of  the  censors  hate  the  prospect  of  being 
exposed.  You  might  think  they  are  proud  of  it  because  they  are 
so  virtuous,  but  they  really  are  not.  If  they  are  written  about 
two  or  three  times,  they  will  be  less  likely  to  go  after  that  kind 
of  suppression. 

In  addition,  there  is  a group  called  People  for  the  American 
Way,  which  doesn't  have  a lot  of  money  and  relies  a lot  on 
volunteers.  Every  year  they  publish  a huge  book  in  which  they 
tabulate  and  annotate  by  state  a lot  of  these  attempts,  many  of 
them  successful,  to  get  at  writers  and  books.  This  is  a valuable 
resource  for  people  looking  into  censorship  in  our  schools.  E

McPherson,  president  of  Bryn  Maivr  College,  who  was  the  Commencement  speaker;  and  Donald  Reid, 
M.D.  52,  retired  Navy  physician  and  area  medical  director  for  the  U.S.  Postal  Service. 


(Saturday,  May  11) — After  a week  of 
dreary  and  wet  weather,  residents  and 
visitors  to  southcentral  Pennsylvania  — 
not  to  mention  324  graduating  seniors  of 
the  College — were  greeted  early  this 
morning  with  predictions  of  severe  thun- 
derstorms and  the  possibility  of  a tor- 
nado. 

For  the  first  time  in  recent  memory, 
commencement  would  be  held  inside 
Thompson  Gymnasium.  Although  the 
sun  began  to  part  the  clouds  by  the  time 
the  parade  of  graduates  began,  those 
inside  Thompson  were  far  more  comfort- 


able than  those  outside,  as  the  moisture 
on  the  ground  began  to  evaporate,  creat- 
ing a crucible  of  humidity  on  campus. 

The  overflow  audience  scurried  over 
to  the  new  Leffler  Chapel  and 
Performance  Center,  where  they  were 
treated  to  a live  broadcast  of  the  cere- 
monies in  air-conditioned  comfort.  It  was 
reported,  though  not  confirmed,  that  the 
600  people  in  Leffler  Chapel  got  so 
excited  by  the  multimedia  show  that  they 
started  a wave. 

The  ceremony  itself  carried  over 
much  of  the  weekend's  feeling,  which 


was  set  by  the  first-ever  baccalaureate 
service  held  in  Leffler  Chapel.  A stand- 
ing-room-only audience  of  close  to  1,000 
heard  Harvard  theologian  Harvey  Cox 
discuss  issues  of  faith  and  conviction, 
numerous  student  groups  and  individu- 
als perform,  and  a fond  farewell  to  retir- 
ing College  president  Gerhard  E. 

Spiegler. 

Two  alumni,  trustee  Glenn  Y.  Forney 
'54  of  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  and  Donald 
Reid,  M.D.  '52  of  Harrisburg,  Pa., 
received  honorary  degrees  in  recognition 
of  their  achievements  and  their  service  to 
the  College.  Mary  Patterson  McPherson, 
president  of  Bryn  Mawr  College,  also 
received  an  honorary  degree  and 
was  the  Commencement  speaker. 

After  the  undergraduates  received 
their  degrees,  Wayne  A.  Nicarry,  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  trustees,  turned  to 
President  Spiegler  and  awarded  him  an 
honorary  degree,  which  elicited  an  emo- 
tional standing  ovation. 

As  the  nearly  3,000  people  in  atten- 
dance streamed  out  of  the  gymnasium 
and  chapel  to  embrace  their  family  and 
friends,  the  clouds  and  humidity  had 
vanished  and  the  Class  of  1996  embarked 
on  many  paths  to  their  future.

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President  to  President: 

An  Appreciation  of 
The  Spiegler  Years 

by  George  W.  Johnson 


A s my  old  friend  and  colleague  Gerhard  Spiegler 
plans  for  a well-deserved  retirement,  I am 
JL  JL  compelled  to  reflect  on  my  parallel  experiences 
as  president  of  George  Mason  University  in  Virginia  — 
and  as  an  Elizabethtown  trustee  — and  consider  the 
effects  of  the  Spiegler  presidency  on  Elizabethtown 
College. 

No  one  can  doubt  that  Dr.  Spiegler  has  dramatically 
improved  the  institution,  but  few  people  understand  how 
hard  a president's  job  is.  Command,  they  say,  is  a lonely 
task.  I have  walked  in  those  shoes  and  know  that  being 
a college  president  more  closely  resembles  "Mission: 
Impossible"  than  the  genteel  calling  of  a few  generations 
past. 

The  role  of  president  of  a college  or  university  has 
grown  and  expanded  radically  since  both  of  us  first 
became  educators.  Oftentimes  I think  the  array  of  roles 
demanded  of  a president  is  too  great  for  any  one  human 
being.  In  many  organizations  outside  academia,  the 
equivalent  work  of  a college  president  is  done  by  any- 
where from  two  to  six  people. 

The  College's  president — and  President  Spiegler  is 
no  exception  — performs  in  the  same  kind  of  fishbowl 
as  the  pastor  of  a church  in  a small  community.  The 
president  sets  the  tone  for  the  values,  ethics,  and  princi- 
ples adopted  by  Elizabethtown  and  then  lives  up  to  those 
standards  with  everyone  on  campus  and  in  the  borough 
looking  over  his  shoulder  — and  through  the  hedges. 

The  challenges  faced  by  a college  president  every 
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single  day  are  legion.  Every  day,  he  rises  and  assumes 
several  mantles  of  responsibility.  Several  thousand 
people  — students,  faculty,  staff,  alumni,  borough,  and 
county  residents,  and  large  and  small  business  owners  — 
depend  on  him  to  fulfill  five  very  different,  very  demand- 
ing roles.  The  president  of  Elizabethtown  College  shoul- 
ders this  responsibility  in  a very  special  environment: 
a small,  tight-knit  community. 


CEO 

The  president  of  Elizabethtown  College  is  the  chief  exec- 
utive officer  of  a corporation  with  annual  revenues  and 
expenditures  of  over  $35  million.  This  makes  him  head 
of  one  of  the  largest  economic  entities  in  Elizabethtown. 

Think  of  it  this  way:  each  day  in  Elizabethtown, 
roughly  one  out  of  six  people  steps  onto  campus  or  has 
business  with  the  College.  What  would  Elizabethtown 
be  like  without  a healthy  college  as  a friendly  neighbor? 
Just  like  the  governor  in  Harrisburg,  the  CEO  of  Hershey 
Foods,  or  the  CEO  of  Armstrong  World  Industries  in 
Lancaster,  the  president's  decisions  affect  a major  portion 
of  the  population  in  his  community. 

The  successful  CEO  recognizes  that  change  is 
inevitable  and  has  the  foresight  to  think  about  how  the 
changing  marketplace  will  affect  his  institution  and  the 
surrounding  community.  The  CEO  must  balance  bud- 
gets by  controlling  costs  and  investing  wisely.  He  must 
understand  the  consumer  and  enable  the  institution  to 
respond  to  the  market  and  maintain  its  niche  in  a highly 
competitive  environment.  He  must  price  the  product 
well.  He  must  work  with  a board  of  directors  and  answer 
to  investors  (donors  and  stockholders).  He  must  design 
the  compensation  and  benefits  package  that  will  allow 
him  to  attract  and  retain  talented  employees,  while  bal- 
ancing the  budget.  But,  unlike  corporate  CEOs,  he  must 
keep  another  group  happy:  those  who  have  consumed 
the  product  years  ago,  thousands  of  alumni.  There  is 
no  such  things  as  "business  as  usual." 

Elizabethtown  College  is  in  an  enviable  position 
because  its  CEO  has  done  his  job  well.  Not  only  is  the 
College  competitive,  it  can  invest  in  its  future.  The 
College  can  spend  $3  million  installing  an  Internet 
connection  across  the  campus  while  still  balancing 
the  budget.  Today,  Elizabethtown  is  about  excellence, 
achievement,  service  — the  same  values  embraced  by 
the  College's  founders. 
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Teacher  and  Scholar 

The  expectation  on  campus  is  that  the  president  is  not 
just  any  teacher.  The  academic  community  often  expects 
the  president  to  be  the  best  teacher  and  finest  scholar  on 
campus.  Ultimately,  he  is  responsible  for  the  intellectual 
life  and  academic  success  of  the  college  community. 

Dr.  Judith  Rodin,  president  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  has  stated,  "We  need  to  ask  ourselves 
not  what  the  traditional  view  of  the  great  teacher  of 
today  is,  but  what  is  the  view  of  the  great  teacher  of 
tomorrow."  Dr.  Spiegler  has  been  that  teacher.  He  gave 
Elizabethtown  its  benchmark  of  quality,  a direction,  a 
target  of  excellence  and  challenged  the  College  commu- 
nity to  strive  for  a very  high  standard. 

Year  after  year,  the  College  has  managed  to  recruit 
and  enroll  increasingly  high  quality  classes  of  students 
even  when  competing  institutions  are  struggling. 

Dr.  Spiegler  has  been  able  to  raise  faculty  salaries  in 
order  to  attract  some  of  the  best  faculty  in  the  country. 
Under  his  tenure  a new  core  curriculum  was  developed. 
He  has  overseen  a makeover  of  the  campus  into  a real 
gem.  He  has  worked  hard  and  succeeded  at  enhancing 
the  reputation  of  Elizabethtown  College  both  in 
Lancaster  County  and  afar. 


Administrator 

The  College  president  is  also  prime  minister.  When 
people  think  about  Elizabethtown  College,  the  image 
they  conjure  is  the  direct  result  of  something  or  someone 
he  has  touched. 

This  is  the  result  of  strategic  planning  and  reliance 
on  staff — among  them  development  officers,  admissions 
counselors,  plant  operations  staff,  financial  aid  profes- 
sionals, technical  experts,  librarians,  and  a whole  host 
of  people  who  rarely  get  thanked  in  public  for  their 
contributions.  They  don't  all  reside  in  Alpha  Hall. 

When  the  president  has  an  idea,  these  people  make 
it  happen.  The  adept  college  president  understands  the 
true  meaning  behind  the  words  of  the  great  film  pro- 
ducer Samuel  Goldwyn,  "I  don't  want  'yes  men.'  I want 
people  who  will  say  'no'  even  if  it  costs  them  their  jobs." 

The  president  must  also  demand  excellence,  which 
frequently  makes  him  unpopular.  This  creative  tension — 
between  staff  and  faculty  who  are  in  the  trenches  and 
who  must  focus  on  the  day-to-day  realities  and  the  senior 
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administrator,  who  defines  excellence  by  the  long-range 
view  — is  what  energizes,  inspires,  and  brings  a vision  to 
fruition. 

The  administration  of  Fdizabethtown,  from  top  to 
bottom,  continually  amazes  me  not  only  for  the  way  they 
follow  through,  but  for  the  way  they  anticipate.  If  only 
the  White  House  were  run  so  well.  . . . 


Politician 

The  College  president  must  be  the  consummate  politi- 
cian. Seven  days  a week,  18  hours  a day. 

Politicians  live  by  votes  and  money.  Colleges  are 
no  different. 

The  president  is  the  #1  goodwill  ambassador  for 
Elizabethtown  College  in  the  borough  and  in  surround- 
ing counties,  and  across  Pennsylvania  and  everywhere  he 
goes — even  all  the  way  to  Japan,  where  he  was  responsi- 
ble for  inspiring  an  alumni  group  to  form  a chapter. 

He  is  also  the  #1  fund-raiser  for  the  College.  The 
weight  of  that  responsibility  alone  can  be  crushing.  The 
hardest  thing  I find  about  fund-raising,  a reticence  shared 
by  many  of  our  peers,  is  "closing  the  deal."  Sometimes 
this  means  getting  one-on-one  with  a donor,  looking  him 
or  her  in  the  eye,  shaking  hands,  and  walking  out  of  the 
room  with  more  money  than  when  you  walked  in  the 
room. 

Many  academics  do  not  raise  money  because 
they  are  shy  and  fear  being  perceived  as  pretentious 
by  alumni  and  friends  of  their  institutions.  President 
Spiegler  is  neither,  but  he  is  a good  teacher  and  a good 
salesperson.  He  understands  it  is  not  a "cowboys  and 
Indians"  confrontation  where  there  is  a winner  and  a 
loser.  In  every  case,  when  the  college  president  is  doing 
his  job,  there  is  a clear  understanding  between  both 
people  about  issues  of  personality,  integrity,  and  shared 
interests.  The  president  may  walk  away  with  the  money, 
but  the  donor  often  walks  away  with  something  far  more 
valuable. 

During  his  tenure,  Dr.  Spiegler  has  been  a most 
successful  politician.  The  size  of  the  endowment  has 
tripled  and  he  has  been  able  to  launch  a new  fund-raising 
campaign  that  will  further  double  the  endowment  and 
enable  the  College  to  compete  on  a more  level  playing 
field  with  the  brand-name  colleges  and  universities  in 
the  region. 
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Faculty  Wrangler 

Dr.  Spiegler  is  the  leader  of  that  sometimes  fearsome 
heast  called  the  faculty.  Harry  Wriston,  who  was  presi- 
dent of  New  York  University  and  Sarah  Lawrence 
College,  defined  a professor  as  "a  person  who  thinks 
otherwise."  Truer  words  were  never  spoken. 

Academics  are  an  unusual  breed.  We  are  trained 
as  critics  and  often  scorned  by  popular  culture.  At  a 
gathering  of  one  hundred  people,  we  are  certain  we 
are  the  smartest  people  in  the  room  (we  are  often  right). 
We  are  committed  to  learning  and  believe  it  is  the  most 
important  thing  on  the  face  of  the  earth. 

The  great  college  presidents  possess  some  of  these 
attributes  in  their  own  personalities,  but  also  understand 
and  appreciate  that  professors  are  incredibly  dedicated, 
with  a great  well  of  commitment  to  their  institutions. 

The  Spiegler  years  have  seen  the  faculty  rewarded 
with  highly  competitive  salaries  and  benefits.  The 
faculty  are  receiving  recognition  both  in  Pennsylvania 
and  abroad.  With  each  faculty  retirement,  we  are  wit- 
nessing astounding  numbers  of  outstanding  academics 
clamoring  to  get  in.  And  in  the  midst  of  all  the  changes 
going  on  in  education,  our  faculty  have  maintained 
their  commitment  to  the  students  of  Elizabethtown. 


Some  may  claim  that  I am  somewhat  biased  in  my 
assessment  of  the  Spiegler  years.  He  and  I have  known 
each  other  for  nearly  three  decades,  since  Mark  Ebersole, 
former  president  of  Elizabethtown,  introduced  us  in 
Philadelphia.  When  Dr.  Spiegler  was  provost  at  Haver- 
ford,  I was  dean  at  Temple. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  you  remember — as  I do  — 
where  Elizabethtown  College  was  ten  years  ago  and 
take  a look  at  where  the  College  stands  now,  you  will 
understand  that  Gerhard  Spiegler  has  performed  an  out- 
standing job  of  leading  by  innovation  and  orchestrating 
change  by  adhering  to  a set  of  values  and  maintaining 
a standard  of  excellence  in  everything  that  was  done. 

He  is  the  best  judge  of  quality  I have  ever  met.  His 
legacy  to  Elizabethtown  College  is  that  this  ability  shines 
through.  E

Dear  Friends, 

Over  the  course  of  the  past  several  decades,  Elizabethtown  College  has 
achieved  distinction  in  many  areas  and  become  a place  of  learning  that  draws 
some  of  the  best  students,  faculty,  and  staff  from  around  the  country  and  abroad 
to  our  180-acre  campus. 

We  have  repeatedly  been  recognized  in  the  annual  U.S.  News  & World 
Report  rankings  of  colleges  and  universities  as  one  of  the  best  regional  colleges 
in  the  United  States. 

Elizabethtown  is  consistently  enrolling  1,500  or  more  full-time  students 
who  are  arriving  with  better  credentials  and  graduating  with  greater  distinction. 
John  Leaman  ’95,  our  first  Rhodes  Scholar,  is  only  one  of  many  young  alumni 
who  are  helping  to  further  burnish  the  image  of  Elizabethtown  College. 

This  enviable  record  is  remarkable  because  of  the  challenging  conditions 
under  which  it  has  been  achieved.  Elizabethtown’s  endowment,  which  brings 
stability  to  the  College’s  operating  budget  and  allows  our  institution  to  continu- 
ally seek  newer  and  better  ways  to  improve,  is  one  of  the  smallest  in  the  country, 
at  nearly  $25  million. 

That  may  seem  like  a large  sum  of  capital,  but  it  is  a fraction  of  what  com- 
petitive colleges  need  to  meet  their  financial  needs.  In  spite  of  this,  the  College 
has  been  a responsible  steward  of  funds,  having  balanced  its  budget  for  the  past 
16  consecutive  years. 

The  bottom  line  is  that  our  ability  to  sustain  our  record  of  excellence  will 
be  tied  directly  to  endowment.  For  Elizabethtown  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
21st  century,  we  must  build  the  endowment. 

Therefore,  we  are  announcing  a new  campaign  of  stewardship  to  double  the 
endowment  of  Elizabethtown  College. 

This  campaign  is  designed  to  support  student  scholarships,  professorships, 
the  arts  and  cultural  programs,  student  life  activities,  the  library,  and  academic 
programs. 

As  co-chairs  of  the  campaign,  we  ask  you  to  thoughtfully  consider  the 
needs  of  the  college  stated  on  the  following  pages  at  the  same  time  you  assess 
your  relationship  to  Elizabethtown.  More  than  ever,  the  College  is  looking  to  its 
alumni  and  friends.  We  ask  you  to  reflect  on  the  picture  of  Galen  Young  '34  and 
his  grandniece  Susan  Young  '94  on  the  previous  page  as  they  symbolize  the 
theme  of  the  campaign.  Will  you  help  provide  the  same  opportunity  for  your 
sons  and  daughters  and  their  children?  We  hope  so. 


Maintaining  a Competitive  Edge 


The  greatest  myth  surrounding  any  college  usu- 
ally has  to  do  with  its  endowment,  which  is 
sometimes  viewed  simply  as  mysterious  millions 
of  dollars  sitting  in  a bank  serving  some  uncer- 
tain purpose. 

An  endowment,  however,  is  an  institution’s 
most  valuable  financial  tool  in  dealing  with 
change,  meeting  challenges,  and  providing  the 
ability  to  plan  for  the  future.  Every  endowment 
generates  interest  income,  like  a regular  savings 
account,  which  the  College  uses  in  two  ways: 

• First,  a percentage  of  the  interest  income 
is  used  to  balance  the  operating  budget  of 
the  College  by  underwriting  a host  of 
programs;  and 

• Second,  the  remainder  of  the  interest  income 
and  appreciation  is  put  back  into  the  endow- 
ment, enabling  the  principal  to  grow  larger 
(and  subsequent  interest  income  to  increase). 

The  larger  a college's  endowment,  therefore, 
the  greater  a college's  ability  to  aggressively 
increase  the  quality  of  its  academic  program  while 
maintaining  responsible  financial  stewardship. 

Over  the  past  ten  years,  the  size  of  the 
endowment  increased  in  value  from  $8  million 
to  nearly  $25  million.  Even  with  this  spectacular 
performance,  the  College's  endowment  trails  far 
behind  other  area  colleges  with  whom  we  must 
compete  for  students  and  faculty.  Gettysburg, 
Juniata,  and  Messiah  Colleges,  for  instance,  all 
control  per-student  endowments  that  are  twice 
that  of  Elizabethtown’s:  Franklin  & Marshall's 
endowment  is  over  five  times  the  size  of  ours. 

By  doubling  the  size  of  Elizabethtown 
College's  endowment,  we  will  increase  our  ability 
to  compete  with  other,  better  endowed  colleges  in 
seven  crucial  areas: 

• Student  Scholarships  will  receive  $7.5 
million.  More  than  ever,  the  amount  of  finan- 
cial aid  offered  — both  merit  and  need-based 
— is  the  major  factor  when  prospective  stu- 
dents select  a college.  Currently,  endowed 
scholarships  produce  less  than  $120,000 
income  a year,  a very  small  amount  in  rela- 
tion to  an  overall  financial  aid  budget  of 
about  $8.5  million. 

• Faculty  Recruitment  will  receive  $4.5 
million.  The  College  is  currently  in  the  top 
fifth  of  institutions  nationwide  in  terms  of 


compensation,  which  is  key  to  attracting  and 
retaining  the  dozens  of  top  faculty  members 
who  have  come  to  Elizabethtown  over  the 
past  decade. 

• Academic  Programming  will  receive  $2 
million.  Modern  education  requires  extraordi- 
nary expenditures  and  almost  every  program 
has  needs  that  currently  go  unmet  because  of 
budgetary  restraints. 

• Library  Acquisitions  and  Technology  will 
receive  $1  million.  This  will  enable  the  High 
Library  to  expand  its  range  of  resources  as 
well  as  open  up  a necessary  group  of  on-line 
services  to  other  resource  centers. 

• Cultural  and  Performing  Arts  will  receive 
$1.5  million.  Currently,  the  College  has  sev- 
eral small  endowed  lectureships  which  under- 
write special  programs  on  a regular  basis. 
With  new  endowed  programs.  Elizabethtown 
will  be  able  to  consistently  offer  students  a 
complete  learning  experience,  which  includes 
bringing  distinguished  lecturers,  performers, 
and  artists  to  campus. 

• Student  Life  Programs  will  receive  $2 
million.  These  programs  meet  a variety  of 
needs  — providing  guidance,  nurturing 
spiritual  growth  and  fostering  a sense  of 
accomplishment  through  varsity  and  intra- 
mural sports.  In  addition,  working  through 
the  Mutual  Expectations  Committee,  the 
Atlantic  Northeast  and  the  Southern 
Pennsylvania  Districts  Church  of  the 
Brethren  have  established  a goal  to  have  a 
full-time  Brethren  chaplain  on  campus, 
which  will  require  $1  million  to  underwrite 
this  position. 


How  to  Fulfill  Your  Commitment 
to  the  Future  of  Elizabethtown  College 


Every  student,  faculty  member,  and  program  at 
Elizabethtown  can  reap  the  benefits  of  an  investment 
in  endowment. 

The  $20  million  plan  for  endowing  the  College 
calls  for  two  distinct  goals:  a cash  goal  of  $9  million 
in  Centennial  Gifts  to  be  achieved  in  a 3-5  year  period 
and  a planned/deferred  gift  goal  of  $1 1 million  in 
Future  Gifts. 

Centennial  Gifts 

• Cash  Gifts  are  the  most  common  method  of 
support.  Pledge  reminders  will  be  sent  at  intervals 
determined  mutually  by  the  donor  and  the 
College. 

• Gifts  of  Marketable  Securities  are  an  increasingly 
popular  vehicle.  There  may  be  potential  tax  benefits 
in  giving  this  type  of  gift. 

• Gifts  of  Personal  or  Real  Property,  including  a 
personal  residence,  vacation  home,  art  works, 
equipment,  etc.  In  most  cases,  gifts  of  property 
will  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  will  be  invested  in 
the  endowment. 

Future  Gifts 

Future  gift  pledges  will  be  fulfilled  based  on  the 
income  provisions  and  ages  of  donors  and  other 
income  beneficiaries  as  specified  in  gift  documents. 

• Charitable  Gift  Annuities  can  be  funded  with  cash 
or  other  liquid  assets  and  produce  income  to  a 
beneficiary  or  beneficiaries  for  life. 

• Charitable  Remainder  Unitrusts  and  Charitable 
Remainder  Annuity  Trusts  are  more  complex  than 
the  standard  charitable  gift  annuity,  but  more  flex- 
ible for  meeting  a donor’s  needs. 

• Life  Insurance  Policies  naming  the  College  as 
both  owner  and  beneficiary  will  be  accepted  as 
fulfillment. 


• Gifts  of  Property  with  a Retained  Life  Estate, 
wherein  a donor  may  give  a residence  to  the 
College  while  retaining  the  right  to  live  in  it  for 
life  or  a period  of  years. 

• Bequests  are  encouraged  as  long  as  donors 
meet  criteria  determined  by  the  Trustees. 

This  campaign  has  been  in  the  planning  stages  for  the 
past  several  years.  Already,  important  leadership 
commitments  have  been  made  and  the  campaign  cab- 
inet has  been  formed. 

More  volunteers  will  be  sought  throughout  the 
many  phases  of  the  campaign.  Between  now  and  the 
celebration  of  the  centennial  of  the  College’s  found- 
ing, all  alumni,  parents,  and  friends  will  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  participate  in  this  important  venture.

Annual  Fund  Sets  Records 

This  year's  Annual  Fund  has  set  a 
number  of  new  records  even  before  the 
campaign  is  completed,  according  to 
Zane  G.  Gizzi,  director  of  the  Annual 
Fund.  Among  the  records  set: 

• Highest  amount  of  contributions 
pledged:  $1,000,000+ 

• Most  participating  donors:  3,600+ 

• Highest  percentage  of  donors:  30% 

• Highest  number  of  new  donors 
(alumni  and  friends):  750+ 

"There  are  a couple  of  reasons  why 

we  are  seeing  such  dramatic  levels  of 
success,"  Gizzi  reported.  "First  of  all,  the 
younger  classes  are  responding  to  our 
appeals — especially  the  phone 
campaigns — in  an  overwhelming  man- 
ner. Most  colleges  can  expect  between 
15-17%  of  younger  alumni  to  contribute, 
but  we  are  seeing  an  astounding  30% 
participation  from  the  classes  that  gradu- 
ated in  the  1990's. 

"And  overall,  our  alumni  continue 
to  display  a sophisticated  understanding 
of  the  strong  relationship  between  their 
financial  support  and  the  ways  we 
must  seek  non-tuition  sources  of  income 
to  maintain  our  affordability  and  excel- 
lence."

Step 
out  into  a world  of  peace. 

Overlooking  Lake  Placida  and  its 
scenic  view  of  our  swans  is  a prayer  and 
meditation  room,  which  was  donated  to 
the  College  by  Esther  S.  Winters  '31  in 
memory  of  her  late  husband,  William  K. 

Winters  '31. 

Mrs.  Winters  is  well-regarded  in 
Elizabethtown  borough.  She  owns  and 
operates  the  Central  Rexall  Pharmacy  on 
South  Market  Street.  She  prefers  to  let 
others  receive  credit  whenever  possible,  but  she  has  been  an  indefatigable  friend 
of  the  College  over  the  years. 

The  room  is  actually  located  in  the  steeple  of  the  chapel,  which  ideally  takes 
it  off  the  beaten  path,  according  to  College  chaplain  Joan  Austin.  It  is  spare,  with 
no  distractions  from  nearby  offices  or  passersby.  Its  most  notable  feature  are  two 
stained  glass  windows,  preserved  from  Rider  Hall  prior  to  its  demolition,  which 
have  been  faithfully  maintained  in  their  original  form.

Rising  to  the  Challenge  of  Addiction 


Over  30  years  ago,  an  Elizabethtown  mathematics 

professor  named  Bruce  Tyndall  had  a student  who  dis- 
played excellence  in  all  her  classes  but  his.  Rather  than  wait- 
ing for  her  to  come  to  him  with  her  math  problem,  he  reached 
out  to  her  to  let  her  know  that  help  was  available. 

The  math  may  be  long  forgotten,  but  Rosalind  Griffin  ’61 
never  forgot  the  lesson  of  a teacher  who  was  a human  solu- 
tion waiting  for  a problem  to  happen.  For  over  three  decades, 
she  has  used  Professor  Tyndall’s  example  as  a social  worker 
and  therapist  who  helps  people  most  of  us  would  rather  for- 
get: the  poor  and  the  addicted. 

Rosalind  tells  people  she  got  into  social  work  through  the 
back  door.  At  Elizabethtown,  she  trained  to  be  a teacher  and, 
following  graduation,  she  taught  junior  high  school  in  her 
hometown  of  Baltimore,  Md.  As  a teacher,  however,  she 
became  curious  about  why  some  of  her  students  weren’t  ful- 
filling their  potential.  She  wanted  to  get  at  the  root  of  their 
problems  and  become  more  fully  engaged  in  their  lives, 
which  teaching  in  the  classroom  didn’t  allow  her  to  do. 

Her  career  path  changed  after  a stint  in  the  Baltimore 
Department  of  Social  Services  agency  and  graduate  school  at 
the  University  of  Maryland  School  of  Social  Work  and  Howard 
University,  where  she  earned  her  doctorate  in  social  work. 

She  was  working  with  people  one-on-one  with  their  social 
and  emotional  problems  at  the  Inner  City  Mental  Health 
Center  in  Baltimore  when  she  began  to  notice  that  substance 
abusers  were  not  getting  the  level  or  quality  of  treatment  as 
most.  She  became  an  advocate  and  pursued  training  at  the 
Rutgers  University  School  of  Alcohol  Studies,  which  led  to  her 
becoming  director  of  an  experimental  comprehensive  treat- 
ment program  at  the  Institute  for  Behavioral  Resources  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

“I  love  a challenge,”  she  says,  “and  these  people  pre- 
sented the  most  difficult  cases  to  my  colleagues,  many  of 
whom  just  could  not  deal  with  the  contradiction  of  addiction. 

“This  contradiction,”  she  explains,  “comes  about  from  a 
conscious  act  by  an  individual  over  which  he  or  she  nonethe- 
less has  no  control.  For  the  addict,  smoking  crack  or  drinking 
alcohol  does  not  involve  a simple  choice.” 

Burnout,  she  states,  is  a big  problem  in  her  profession. 

“If  you  work  with  addicts,  you  need  a willingness  to 
encourage  the  individual  to  start  over  again  when  he  or  she 
slips,”  she  says.  “That  requires  a reservoir  of  resilience,  but 
more  importantly,  you  need  knowledge  about  the  challenges 
of  addiction  and  the  ability  to  empathize  with  someone  who 


wants  to  improve  but  can’t  seem  to  overcome  the  pain  in  their 
lives.” 

The  changing  world  of  healthcare  has  led  her  to  Total 
Heath  Care,  a private,  nonprofit  community  health  center  and 
HMO  in  Baltimore,  where  she  is  now  manager  of  social  sup- 
port services.  THC’s  clients  are  the  most  vulnerable  in  our 
society,  low-income  people,  some  of  whom  are  uninsured  or 
underinsured  and  who  have  limited  opportunities  to  receive 
quality  healthcare. 

“I  get  a great  deal  of  personal  satisfaction  through  help- 
ing people,”  she  says.  “My  career,  though  difficult  at  times, 
has  allowed  me  to  do  the  things  I most  love.  I get  to  have  a 
positive  impact  on  other  people’s  lives.  I have  been  involved 
in  helping  to  form  public  policy  on  mental  health  and  health- 
care issues.  I have  been  able  to  teach  and  watch  young  peo- 
ple become  colleagues,  which  is  one  of  the  real  rewards  of 
what  I do.” 

At  the  same  time  many  of  her  colleagues  have  chosen  to 
change  fields,  it  is  the  rewards,  few  and  far  between,  that 
energize  her. 

“There  is  nothing  like  witnessing  a mother  slowly  regain 
her  life  from  addiction  and  be  able  to  manage  the  life  of  her 
family  on  a day-to-day  basis.  In  my  line  of  work,  your  goal  is 
to  deal  with  levels  of  improvement  so  that  people  can  enjoy 
a reasonable  life.  It’s  rare  that  people  get  back  to  being  100 
percent,  but  the  victories  are  tangible  and  very  satisfying.” 

Last  October,  Rosalind  received  the  highest  award 
Elizabethtown  bequeaths  on  its  alumni,  the  Educate  for 
Service  Through  Professional  Achievement  Award.  E

No  Free  Lunch  Here,  Either 


Jack  Whipple  ’67  was  always  something  of  a government 
junkie.  But  when  he  arrived  at  Elizabethtown  in  the  early 
sixties,  two  professors,  the  late  Ben  Hess  and  Elizabeth 
Garber,  “really  lit  the  fire  under  me,”  he  says,  “to  get  inter- 
ested in  doing  government-related  work.” 

Two  years  ago,  Jack’s  ambition  was  fully  realized  when 
he  was  named  vice  president  of  governmental  relations  for  all 
of  McDonald’s.  In  this  position,  based  at  the  McDonald’s  cor- 
porate campus  in  Oak  Brook,  III.,  he  oversees  all  interna- 
tional, federal,  state,  and  local  legislative  and  regulatory 
issues  affecting  McDonald’s  and  its  franchises  in  the  United 
States  and  foreign  countries. 

“We  monitor  the  various  ways  governments  can  affect  the 
way  McDonald’s  does  business  and  represent  our  corpora- 
tion’s and  franchises’  interests  dealing  with  tax  issues,  adver- 
tising regulations,  human  resources  law,  legislation  affecting 
franchises  and  the  environment,”  Jack  explains,  “and,  of 
course,  food  safety.”  This  is  a pretty  weighty  task  when  your 
multinational  corporation  employs  over  100,000  people  in  the 
U.S.  alone  (not  counting  another  nearly  half  a million 
employed  by  9,000  franchises  in  this  country). 

Quite  naturally,  Jack  was  a political  science/pre-law 
major  in  college.  After  graduation,  he  taught  at  Palmyra  High 
School  and  then  took  on  his  true  calling.  He  began  working  as 
a lobbyist,  first  at  the  Pennsylvania  Chamber  of  Commerce  in 
Harrisburg,  then  with  the  Pittsburgh  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

In  1976,  he  joined  McDonald’s  in  an  entry-level  position  as 
a government  relations  coordinator,  which  meant  he  had  to 
travel  around  the  country— “to  all  but  four  state  capitals,” 
he  says— representing  McDonald’s. 

“McDonald’s  is  a great  place  to  work,”  he  states.  “It 
might  sound  hokey,  but  it’s  true:  we  are  a family-oriented 
company. 

“After  we  ‘McDonald-ize’  new  employees,”  Jack  begins, 
facetiously,  then  turning  more  serious,  “we  inculcate  them 
with  a ‘tight-loose’  management  style.  Tight,  because  we 
have  very  high  standards  for  performance  and  ethics;  loose, 
because  we  give  people  a lot  of  leeway  to  do  their  jobs  and 
encourage  them  to  take  risks. 

“In  the  words  of  our  chairman:  ‘we  take  the  hamburger 
business  more  seriously  then  anyone  else’,”  Jack  says.  “But 


we  also  don’t  take  ourselves  too  seriously.” 

Besides  travel  for  business,  family  takes  up  a lot  of  his 
time  these  days.  His  wife,  Dorothy  Byrne,  a Hershey  native, 
is  a professional  singer  and  actress  who  has  toured  nationally 
with  “Phantom  of  the  Opera”  and  performs  regularly  with  the 
Lyric  Opera  of  Chicago.  “I  have  stopped  singing  in  the  shower 
out  of  sheer  embarrassment,”  he  states.  They  have  two  chil- 
dren: Martha,  13,  and  Charles,  14,  who  is  helping  reignite  his 
father’s  passion  for  golf. 

Jack  confesses  that  neither  he  nor  his  family  receives 
free  McDonald’s  hamburgers  or  french  fries.  “Not  even  a dis- 
count,” he  adds,  somewhat  ruefully.  “Though  paying  full  price 
is  still  a bargain.”

After  graduation  from  Elizabethtown,  I worked  for  a num- 
ber of  accounting  firms  in  Harrisburg  and  Philadelphia  before 
I landed  in  the  New  York  office  of  Price  Waterhouse,  where  I 
met  Neil  B.  Glenn,  Jr.,  my  future  husband.  Shortly  after  Neil 
and  I met,  he  joined  KPMG  Peat  Marwick  (where  he  is  now  a 
tax  partner)  and  I was  offered  a great  job  at  American  Express 
headquarters  in  New  York,  where  I worked  for  six  years  (in  my 
“spare  time”  I completed  an  MBA  at  New  York  University). 

A little  over  two  years  ago,  our  Far  East  adventure  began 
when  Neil  was  assigned  to  a three-year  stint  at  KPMG’s 
Tokyo,  Japan  office.  I resigned  my  job  at  Amex  and  for  more 
than  two  years  we  have  been  having  the  time  of  our  lives. 

Our  biggest  joy  and  challenge  is  communication.  We  can 
read  and  speak  some  Japanese,  but  it  is  necessary  to  be  able 
to  read  some  signs  in  /ton// (Chinese  characters),  especially 
for  the  men’s/ladies  rooms  and  prices  on  a menu  — it  is  just 
as  easy  to  pay  $10  as  $100  for  a meal  here. 

I will  talk  to  anyone,  even  if  we  can  barely  understand 
each  other.  Once,  I met  two  old  ladies,  dressed  in  Kimono,  on 
the  train  and  we  “talked”  to  each  other  in  our  own  languages 
for  nearly  30  minutes.  We  just  enjoyed  chatting. 

What’s  it  like  living  in  Japan?  For  me,  like  being  a 
celebrity.  Everyone  thinks  I am  a “supermodel”  because  I am 
American,  six  feet  tall,  and  blonde.  I’ve  even  been  asked  for 
my  autograph,  for  dates,  and  a complete  stranger  kissed  me 
in  the  middle  of  rush  hour! 

Neil  and  I have  had  some  great  experiences  traveling  in 
nearby  countries.  Our  favorite  trip  was  to  Vietnam  in  1993, 
just  before  the  boycott  was  lifted  by  the  U.S.  government. 
Traces  of  the  war  were  everywhere:  bullet  holes  in  buildings, 
bombed-out  craters  in  fields,  war  memorials,  and  a surprising 
number  of  people  who  spoke  English. 

The  people  we  met  were  so  friendly  and  did  not  resent 
Americans  and  were  very  eager  to  do  business  with  America, 
i.e.,  looking  forward  to  our  dollars.  Our  most  memorable 
evening  was  on  China  Beach  singing  songs  with  the  young 
girls  who  lived  in  the  nearby  village.  The  food  in  Vietnam 
tasted  great  and  was  very  healthy:  lots  of  chicken,  fish,  and

noodle  dishes  prepared  without  oil  and  with  lots  of  vegetables 
and  the  herbs  mint  and  coriander. 

While  my  husband  is  very  busy  working  at  the  KPMG 
office  in  Tokyo,  I am  busy  working  or  taking  Japanese 
culture  classes  at  the  American  Club.  I have  studied  ikeban 
(Japanese  flower  arranging),  nihon  shishu  (Japanese  silk 
embroidery),  and  have  taken  a Japanese  art  history  class 
from  a Temple  University  professor  from  the  Tokyo  campus. 

In  addition  to  working  for  my  husband  during  busy  season 
and  teaching  English  to  Japanese  CPAs,  I teach  accounting  at 
the  International  University  of  Japan  (IUJ),  which  is  located  in 
the  countryside  in  the  Niigata  prefecture.  The  area  reminds 
me  a lot  of  Elizabethtown;  however,  there  are  rice  fields 
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instead  of  dairy  farms  near  the  campus. 

lUJ’s  International  Management  MBA  program  was 
developed  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Tuck  School  at 
Dartmouth  College.  There  are  50  MBA  candidates  enrolled 
each  year;  half  are  Japanese  sponsored  by  their  companies 
and  the  rest  are  from  all  over  the  world.  I have  students 
from  China,  Taiwan,  Korea,  Malaysia,  Thailand,  Sri  Lanka, 
Indonesia,  Africa,  Bangladesh,  India— as  well  as  a few 
Americans  and  Europeans.  Talk  about  a melting  pot! 

Actually,  we  have  had  some  great  pot  luck  dinners.  ... 

(Ed  Bitting  would  never  have  believed  that  I would  some 
day  be  teaching  accounting.  However,  justice  has  been 
served  because  I am  now  having  to  deal  with  all  the  prob- 
lems as  a professor  that  I gave  him  when  I was  a student.) 

The  theory  that  “it  is  a small  world”  was  confirmed  the 
day  that  Kyoko  Akanoma  ’67  called  me  to  introduce  herself. 
Kyoko  organized  the  Tokyo  chapter  of  Elizabethtown  College 
alumni,  which  met  for  the  first  time  this  February  at  the 
American  Club.  It  felt  more  like  a family  reunion. 

Toshio  Numaguchi  79  invited  Neil  and  me  to  visit  his 
home  and  his  children’s  school.  Although  some  of  the  chil- 
dren of  the  Sakuranbo  school  had  not  met  gaijin  (foreigners) 
before,  they  were  not  shy  in  inviting  us  to  play  with  them 
and  even  served  us  lunch.  However,  they  were  surprised 
that  we  knew  how  to  use  chopsticks. 

Since  moving  to  Japan,  my  favorite  sport  is  Sumo.  I 
watch  every  basho  (15-day  tournament),  read  magazine 
cover  to  cover  and  am  familiar  with  most  of  the  rikishi 
(wrestlers)  in  the  top  division.  Sumo  is  a game  that  requires 
great  strength,  athletic  ability,  and  adherence  to  a rigid 
code  of  behavior. 

The  Japanese  group  the  rikishi  into  two  types:  ankogata 
(blubberbutts)  and  soppugata  (thoroughbreds),  and  it  is 
quite  exciting  to  see  a 200-pound  soppugata  topple  a 600- 
pound  ankogata.  One  of  the  highlights  of  our  Japanese 
experience  was  a recent  visit  to  a Sumo  practice  by  special 
arrangement  by  Kyoko’s  husband.  We  watched  the  morning 
practice  and  then  ate  a traditional  Sumo  meal  with  our 
favorite— and  top-ranked— wrestler,  Akebono,  who  is  from 
Hawaii.  For  us,  it  was  like  having  lunch  with  Michael 
Jordan! 

It  is  very  easy  to  live  in  Japan  (as  long  as  your  company 
is  paying  the  rent  on  your  apartment  and  adjusting  your 
salary  for  the  cost  of  living).  We  have  made  many  friends  in 
Japan  and,  although  we  will  be  sad  to  leave  for  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  this  summer,  we  are  looking  forward  to  our 
return  to  America,  which  is  still  the  best  country  in  the 
world!  E

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Roll  ’Em  and  Twist

In  an  age  when  businesses  are  increasingly  looking  to  automate  and 
streamline  their  operations,  family-run  Hammond  Pretzel  Bakery 
in  Lancaster  believes  in  sticking  with  the  traditional  methods  that 
have  created  a devoted  customer  base. 

And  Brian  Nicklaus  '86,  plant  manager  and  son  of  the  bakery's 
president,  plans  to  uphold  and  keep  the  tradition  alive.  "When  it's 
your  family  involved,  you  sort  of  put  your  all  into  it,"  says  his  mother, 
Carol,  who  is  corporate  secretary. 

The  name  "Hammond”  comes  from  Brian's  grandfather,  who  was 
a pretzel  baker  in  the  late  1800s.  Brian  and  his  sister,  Karen,  are  the 
fifth  generation  of  the  family  to  work  in  the  bakery,  which  employs  22 
people.  The  Nicklauses  have  operated  the  bakery  since  1973,  just 
after  Brian's  grandparents  retired.  Brian  and  his  sister  grew  up  with 
the  business,  so  going  to  work  seemed  like  a natural  move  to  them. 
Also,  they  are  not  just  employees;  they're  also  minority  owners  in 
Hammond's,  which  had  $1.25  million  in  sales  in  1995. 

Over  the  years,  Hammond's  has  grown  gradually  until  it  pro- 
duces about  1,500  pounds  of  pretzels  during  a single  shift  each  day. 
Larger,  automated  bakeries  could  make  that  much  in  an  hour,  Brian 
says.  The  Nicklauses  have  resisted  the  temptation  of  automation, 


opting  instead  for  the  labor-intensive  work  of  hand-rolling  pretzels. 

It  means  a lower  profit  margin,  but  the  family  thinks  that's  worth  it. 

"Automation  just  takes  something  out  of  the  dough,"  says  Brian's 
father,  Tom.  "All  of  a sudden  you're  just  another  label,  another  pretzel 
on  the  shelf." 

Brian  says  the  main  driving  force  behind  their  traditional  methods 
is  their  customers.  "If  anything's  wrong,  they'll  let  you  know  right 
away.  They've  come  to  expect  what  we  give  them,"  he  says. 

The  bakery  uses  the  same  recipe  Brian's  grandfather  used,  but  it 
can  vary  from  day  to  day,  depending  on  variables  like  ambient  temper- 
ature and  humidity.  Once  they're  baked,  the  pretzels  are  sold  to  cus- 
tomers at  the  bakery  six  days  a week.  Pretzels  are  also  shipped  to 
grocery  stores  around  Lancaster,  and  Hammond's  has  a mail-order 
business  that  sends  the  product  to  customers  around  the  world. 

"I  think  that  our  family  has  the  same  type  of  mindset,  as  far  as 
what  we're  doing,"  Brian  says.  "When  we  get  together,  inevitably  the 
conversation  ends  up  at  work."  Even  Brian's  other  sister,  Deborah, 
who  works  as  a librarian,  knows  how  to  roll  pretzels  by  hand. 

While  working  with  family  members  has  benefits,  it  also  creates 
special  challenges.  "You  have  two  different  relationships  with  the 
same  person,"  Brian  says.  "Boss  and  subordinate  and  father  and  son 
...  sometimes  they  get  blurred." 

Brian  says  the  fact  the  he  is  the  boss's  son  simply  means  he  has  to 
be  more  conscientious.  "I've  always  worked  extra  hard,"  he  says.  E

I Remember ... 

by  Mahlon  H.  Hallerich,  Ph.D. 

/Is  we  approach  the  centennial  of  the  College  in  1999,  readers 
are  invited  to  share  their  reminiscences  of  Elizabethtown  from  the 
bygone  eras  to  celebrate  a century  of  learning,  excellence,  growth, 
and  fellowship. 

In  1946,  when  I arrived  on  campus,  there  were  about  300  students 
and  at  least  half  of  the  students  were  commuters. 

Probably  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  College,  our 
student  body  was  quite  heterogeneous.  This  was  due  primarily  to  the 
large  number  of  World  War  II  veterans.  They  brought  maturity,  drive, 
and  ambition  to  the  student  body.  Some  were  older  than  me.  Many 
were  married.  We  saw  some  African-American,  Hispanic,  and  Asian- 
American  students.  And  more  non-Brethren  students  as  well. 

Despite  the  differences  between  the  students,  they  were  alike 
in  basic  characteristics.  They  had  been  disciplined  by  the  Great 
Depression  and  war  to  identify  their  goals  and  to  work  hard  to 
achieve  them.  They  viewed  Elizabethtown  as  the  gateway  to  fulfilling 
careers.  Students  prepared  directly  and  concretely  for  careers  as 
teachers,  ministers,  physicians,  business  people,  medical  technolo- 
gists, or  secretaries.  There  was  little  of  the  oblique  approach  to 
career  preparation  found  in  most  liberal  arts  colleges. 

In  1946,  there  were  12  full-time  teaching  faculty  at  Elizabeth- 
town. I served  as  assistant  professor  of  History  and  Political  Science 
and  was  the  only  faculty  member  in  those  fields.  My  starting  salary 
was  $2,500  for  the  academic  year,  which  I could  supplement  by 
teaching  evening  classes  and  summer  school. 

The  faculty  was  not  organized  into  departments.  Consequently, 
the  turf  wars  which  disturbed  many  campuses  were  missing  at 
Elizabethtown.  Many  faculty  members  lived  on  campus.  We  socialized 
together  and  enjoyed  each  other's  children  as  they  grew  up  on 
campus. 

A quiet  religious  concern  characterized  the  campus.  There  was 
no  complaint  about  compulsory  chapel  (other  than  an  occasional  dis- 
appointment in  the  quality  of  some  speakers).  The  Student  Christian 
Movement  was  the  largest  and  most  active  organization  on  campus, 
with  deep-seated  concerns  for  international  peace  and  for  improving 
interfaith  relations. 

My  years  on  campus  began  with  the  hope  of  permanent  peace 
and  the  demobilization  of  our  armed  forces  and  ended  with  the  nation 
in  a hot  war  in  Korea  and  in  a cold  war  with  the  Soviet  Union.  At  my 
suggestion,  the  College  joined  the  Model  General  Assembly  of  the 
United  Nations  and  the  Intercollegiate  Conference  on  Government. 


The  1948  model  presidential  campaign  on  campus  had  a distinc- 
tive Elizabethtown  flavor.  Normally,  the  Republican  candidate,  Thomas 
Dewey,  would  have  been  expected  to  win  handily  over  the  Democratic 
incumbent,  Harry  Truman.  However,  a number  of  Brethren  students 
would  not  support  either  Truman  or  Dewey  because  they  supported 
a strong  military.  They  organized  under  Clyde  Weaver  and  supported 
Norman  Thomas,  the  Socialist  candidate  who  was  a pacifist,  and  we 
had  a three-party  campaign.  Dewey  ended  up  winning,  but  only  by  a 
narrow  margin  over  Truman  and  Thomas. 

The  names  of  many  people  with  whom  I worked  during  those 
special  years  continue  to  resonate  on  campus  50  years  later: 
President  A.C.  Baugher,  Dean  Henry  Bucher,  Eby  Espenshade,  Ralph 
Schlosser,  Oscar  Stambaugh,  Mark  Ebersole,  Ephraim  and  Gertrude 
Meyer,  Ira  Herr,  Samuel  Wenger.  We  will  always  be  indebted  to  them 
for  their  legacy.  E

A Tribute  to  Ethel  M.  B.  Wenger  '24 

Ethel  M.  B.  Wenger  '24,  educator,  alumna,  and  trustee, 
died  peacefully  on  Wednesday,  June  19, 1996,  at 
the  age  of  93  at  the  Lebanon  Valley  Brethren  Home, 
where  she  lived. 

Her  life,  and  what  she  believed,  was  simply 
described  in  the  opening  paragraphs  of  an  article 
about  her  that  appeared  in  the  Winter  1990  issue 
of  this  magazine.  Mary  Ann  Johnstone  '87  wrote: 

"For  almost  nine  decades,  she  has  lived  as  a 
person  inspired  to  help  make  a better  tomorrow  for 
people,  as  an  educator  and  leader  in  the  development 
of  special  education,  as  an  alumna  and  trustee  of 
Elizabethtown  College,  and  as  an  active  member  of 
her  community  and  every  organization  she  joined." 

To  Ethei  Wenger,  "the  needs  of  people  come  before 
anything  else. 

"My  philosophy  is  basic,"  she  explained.  "God 
created  us  in  His  own  image.  I believe  in  God  and  so 
people  are  important  to  me,  too." 

She  was  involved  as  an  educator  for  four  decades, 
beginning  as  a teacher  at  Wernersville  (Pa.)  Senior 
High  School  and  ending  as  an  associate  professor  of 
education  at  Elizabethtown  College  and  Harrisburg 
Area  Community  College. 

She  was  a consultant  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Department  of  Public  Instruction,  Bureau  of  Special 
Education,  administrating  new  experimental  centers 
for  so-called  "uneducable  children."  Her  efforts  had 
an  impact  on  the  state's  approaches  to  special  educa- 
tion for  more  than  30  years.

Jaclyn  M.  Zimmerman  of  Sinking 
Spring,  Pa.,  is  almost  too  good  to  be  true. 
As  a freshman  this  year,  Jackie  was  the 
first  Blue  Jay  women's  swimmer  to  be 
named  an  All-American. 

She  not  only  registered  the  best  single 
season  ever  enjoyed  by  a Blue  Jay  swim- 
mer, but  she  also  reminded  everyone  just 
what  small  college  athletics  are  all  about. 
"Jackie  has  the  complete  package  in 
terms  of  swimming,  but  what's  more 
important  is  that  she  has  everything 
in  focus,"  says  Blue  Jay  Coach  Mike 
Guinivan. 

Anyone  else  who  witnessed  her 
extraordinary  rookie  season  would 
undoubtedly  agree  with  Guinivan's 
assessment.  Consider  her  accomplish- 
ments: 

• Jackie  was  only  the  second 
women's  swimmer  in  Elizabethtown  his- 
tory to  qualify  for  the  NCAA  Division  III 
championship  meet,  which  was  held  this 
year  at  Emory  University  in  Atlanta.  She 
went  on  to  place  second  nationally  in  the 
100-breaststroke  and  third  in  the  200- 
breaststroke,  which  will  make  her  a 
favorite  for  a national  championship  in 
1997  and  beyond. 

• During  the  regular  season,  she  was 
a perfect  32-0  in  individual  races. 

• She  won  a total  of  six  medals  at  the 
1996  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  (MAC) 
championships,  including  four  golds.  At 
meet's  end,  she  was  selected  as  the  David 
B.  Eavenson  Award  winner,  symbolic  of 
the  top  swimmer  in  the  MAC. 

• She  helped  the  Blue  Jays  to  a 13-3 
overall  record,  the  most  wins  ever  in  a 
season  for  Elizabethtown  swimmers.  The 
Jays  also  posted  a best-ever  second-place 
showing  at  the  MAC  championship  meet. 

Out  of  the  pool,  she  excels  in  the 
classroom  as  a social  work  major.  Her

primary  goal  is  to  work  with  children. 
She  currently  spends  her  summers  as  a 
youth  coach  at  the  same  pool  where  she 
learned  to  swim.

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tant  and  as  time-consuming  as  I wanted 
it  to  be/'  said  Zimmerman. 

She  comes  from  what  she  calls  a 
"sports-oriented  family."  Her  older  sister, 
Susan,  was  a two-time  MAC  basketball 
all-star  at  Moravian.  "I  guess  I've  always 
been  competitive  by  nature.  My  family 
started  me  on  sports  fairly  early  and  I 
was  swimming  competitively  by  age 
eight,"  she  said. 

As  a matter  of  fact,  a lack  of  competi- 
tion has  been  one  of  the  biggest  adjust- 
ments she's  had  to  make  to  college 
swimming.

Both  MAC  championship  squads  reg- 
istered 25-win  campaigns,  which  remains 
the  E-town  record  for  wins  in  a single 
season.  The  1988  team  also  made  the  col- 
lege's only  NCAA  Division  III  tourna- 
ment appearance. 

"We're  very  excited  about  Barb  tak- 
ing over  the  Blue  Jay  softball  program," 
said  Athletic  Director  Nancy  J.  Latimore. 
"She  has  a proven  track  record  to  go 
along  with  a great  deal  of  experience 
as  both  a coach  and  a player.  More 
importantly,  she  is  committed  to  the 
Division  III  philosophy  of  athletics 
and  academics." 

"I'm  very  happy  to  get  another 
opportunity  to  coach  on  the  college 
level,"  said  Shenk.  "Elizabethtown  is  a 
great  school  and  the  program  is  very 
strong.  I'm  anxious  to  jump  right  in  and 
help  get  E-town  back  to  the  top." 

Shenk  has  spent  the  last  five  years  as 
an  assistant  coach  for  the  Elizabethtown 
Area  High  School  softball  team.

The  buzzwords  being  spread  around  campus  the  past  few 
semesters  have  described  Elizabethtown  College  as  "a 
community  dynamically  engaged  in  learning."  This  is  a nicely 
turned  phrase,  but  is  there  any  substance  contained  in  it  for 
students  or  are  they  just  a group  of  fancy  words  strung  together 
for  the  sake  of  publicity? 

Let  me  testify  that  these  words  have  a great  deal  of  mean- 
ing. When  I arrived  at  Elizabethtown  my  freshman  year,  I was 
placed  on  Brinser  1 -North,  in  the  only  all-male  residence  hall 
on  campus.  Hall  mates  hailing  from  Connecticut  to  Cameroon, 
ranging  from  wise  seniors  to  ignorant  freshmen,  formed  a tight- 
knit,  yet  eclectic  mini-community.  We  had  a diverse  set  of  inter- 
ests— majors  and  classes,  sports,  clubs  and  activities— but  we 
had  one  thing  in  common.  We  lived  together,  with  pride,  on 
Brinser  1 -North.  We  left  our  doors  unlocked,  we  shared  music 
and  borrowed  CD's,  studied  and  played  together,  and  fell 
asleep  on  each  other's  couches. 

At  the  same  time,  I found  a faculty  and  an  administration 
who  were  always  supportive  and  willing  to  help.  Gordon 
Bateman,  then  the  director  of  financial  aid,  got  me  actively 
involved  lobbying  state  legislators  in  favor  of  Higher  Education 
Loan  programs.  Paul  Gottfried,  professor  of  political  science, 
helped  me  publish  a book  review  and  had  my  class,  "Critics 
of  American  Democracy,"  over  to  his  house  for  a barbecue. 
Richard  Crocker,  dean  of  College  Life,  also  had  me  over  to  his 
house  for  dinner  and  Conrad  Kanagy,  assistant  professor  of 
sociology,  encouraged  me  to  help  him  with  original  research 
regarding  Lancaster  County  farmland  preservation. 

Treated  with  respect,  pushed  to  learn,  given  a sense  of 
belonging  and  mission,  and  encouraged  to  grow:  students  are 
fully  members  of  a community  where  learning  is  a way  of  life 
both  in  and  out  of  class. 


This  spring,  two  students.  Bob  Miller  '98  and  myself, 
were  given  an  extraordinary  opportunity  to  help  shape  Eliza- 
bethtown in  the  future.  We  served  on  the  presidential  search 
committee  that  selected  Ted  Long  as  the  13th  president  of  the 
College.  The  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  who  served  on 
the  committee  with  me  were  dedicated  to  only  one  thing: 
improving  and  strengthening  the  Elizabethtown  community. 
They  sought  Bob  and  me  out,  listened  to  our  opinions,  and 
respected  our  input.  I cannot  overstate  how  highly  I think  of 
our  board  of  trustees.  Their  care  for  and  connectedness  to  the 
College  are  apparent  in  the  endless  hours  and  attention  they 
voluntarily  provide  to  ensuring  that  Elizabethtown  thrives  in 
the  21st  century. 

In  my  three  years  as  an  Elizabethtown  student,  it  has  been 
easy  for  me  to  see  why  students  see  themselves  as  part  of  a 
community  not  for  four  years,  but  forever.  The  support  and 
growth  which  occurs  within  four  years  forms  a bond  to  the 
College  community  which  lasts  a lifetime. 

When  I graduate  from  Elizabethtown  next  year,  I know  I 
will  not  be  leaving  the  College  behind;  rather,  I intend  to  take  it 
with  me.  I have  learned  the  meaning  of  those  words  "a  commu- 
nity dynamically  engaged  in  learning."  I have  also  learned  that 
the  community  does  not  end  at  the  borders  of  the  campus.  It 
stretches  and  widens  every  day  as  students  graduate,  alumni 
remember,  and  other  friends  make  the  Elizabethtown  commu- 
nity possible.  E
